Investigation's ("FBI") 7 Motion for a Stay and Extension of Time in Light of Lapse of 
Appropriations. Defendant fails to acknowledge the tardiness of its request pursuant to 
the Court's 6 standing order. See Order Establishing Procedures for Cases Assigned to 
Judge Colleen Kollar-Kotelly, ECF No. 6 , &para 7(A).
